AN ACT to Legalize the Acts of the Board of Supervisors of Davis Mar 4,
County, Iowa, and the Acts of the Town Council of the Town
of Bloomfield, said County and State, in conveying certain
Land to J. W. Ellis, W. J. Law, and J. R. Sheaffer, as Trustees.

WHEREAS, On the fifth day of January, 1870, pursuant preambie.
